About  xhe  Guimaraes  case  "we  have  written  extensively  to  Lex  D.  Mebane,  Vice-^ 
President  of  Civilian  Saucer  Investigation  of  New.  fork,  .245  's'^oat  104th  Street, 

New  York  25,  N#Y,  Also  on  August  25  'we  nailed  a latter  to  ilajor  Ponald  E.  keyhoe, 
Pirector  of  NIC^  about  the  same  subject*  Since  this  last  letter  contains  the 
story  abridged,  we  reprint  ix  partly: 

"I  have  '.vritten  extensively  to  Mr.  Alexander  D,  Uebane  of  GSI  of  New  York, 
about  a very  recent  Adamski-like  alleged  contacts  Perhaps  by  now  you  know  every- 
thing about  it,  but  since  I am  sure  that  it  is  another  hoax  and  'that  the  long 
many  j;nouoar.a3  of  miles  between  L'SA  end  Brazil  might  turn  a hoax  into  a fact,  I 
am  herewith  sending  a few  details, 

"It  oeems  that  flying  saucers  got  fed  up  v/-i'th  so  much  visiting  Salta"  in  the 
Argentine  or  the  British  Isles  and  Have  now  shif'bed  xheir  axtehtion  to  Brazil,  Of 
late  the  strange  objects  have  been  plaguing  Brazil  with  their  sudden  appearances 
and  -Equally  sudden  disappearances.  ’Naturally  it  is  not  possible  for  anyoody  to 
know  \my  this  is  happening  new  in  Brazil  but  the  frequence  of  saucer  sightings 
has  no’v  reached  v/hat  could  be  termed  as  a pefik  to  our  standards, 

. ’''Ijritj rally  speaking  newspapers  don't  pay  much  attention  to  ".common  sigh.tir^*s"} 
th:-3='  common  sightings,  are  no  longer  ne'ws  due  to  their  almost  monotonous  pattern. 


But  when  someone  claims  to  have  made  contact  with  beings  from  other  worlds,  then 
things  become  quite  different  and  saucers,  even  if  derisively  so,  get  first  page 
attention* 

"On  August  15  19I?7  practically  all  newspapers  in  Sao  Paulo  published,  the 
story  of  a new  contact.  'The  thing  seemed  to  be  hot  news  because  the  protagonist 
was  Dr.  Joao  Freitas  Ouimaraes  a respectable  professor  at  the  Santos  Law  ochool* 

I know  that  five  days  before  the  news  got  newspaper’s  attention  Jose  Escobar  Fa- 
ria had  been  in  Santos  trying  to  interview  I<lr.  Guimaraes,  but  this  latter  turned 
his  back  on  Escobar,  saying,  over  the  telephone,  that  xhe  case  was  being  invest 
gated  by  Aeronautical  Authorities,  to  v/hom  Escobar  should  as  his  questions. 
Smelling  a rat,  Escobar  brought  his  attempted  investigation  to  a close  and  laser 
pointed  out-  to  the  Press,  the  similarity  between  Guimaraes'  and  Adamski  alleged 
contact.  Five  days  later  the-  papers  disclosed,  the  news  about  Guimaraes.  (These 
were  not  my  exact  words  to,  Major  Keyhoe,  but  the  essence  is  the  same*  Editor). 

Allegedly  on  June  15  or*  16  (about  14  months  ago)  Mr.  Guimaraes  was  calmly 
watching  the  waves  from  a sitting  position  from  a Sao  Sebastlao  beach  in  the 
state  of  Sao  Faulo  coast.  It  was' about  l^sOO  6 clock  local'  time  (^sOO  GiCT)  dark, 
cold  clear  night!  Mr.  Gulmaraea  attention  was  suddenly  called  to  something  bulky 
poised  right  were  the  waves  touched  the  eandy.  beach.  Although  the  thing  was  sur* 
rounded  by  a' reddish  glow,  Guimaraes' s first  thought'  was  that  a whale  had  gotten 
itself  stranded.  A whale  is  not  a common  sight  around  Sao  Sebastlao  but  it  Is  not 
too  rare  either.  Besides  the  bulky  thing  was  spouting  some  water  into  the  air. 
Soon  however,  Guimara  ea  realized  that  he  had  before  him  a 2d  met  era -wide  con- 
traption whose  general  shape  was  like  the  saucers  usually  seen,  in  magazines.  The 
thing  was  about  6 or  7 meters  high.  Besides  the  red  glow  around  the  periphery, 
there  was  another  glow  on  the  top  of  a dome.  Guimaraes  said  he  saw  distinctly 
two  - I repeat  - two  balls  under  the  belly  of  the  disc,  as  though  they  were  lan- 
ding gear  balls.  Amazed  he  got  up  exactly  when  a hatch  from  the  saucer  lower 
part  opened  and  a flight  of  steps  was  lowered  toward  the  ground.

On  August  19th- some  reporter  called  to  learn  what  I thought  about ‘flying  aau* 
cera*  X told  them'*  I also  told  that  I'  had  no  reasons  to  believe  that  contacts 
have  ever  been  ’established  and'  xhat  in  all  probability  Mr*  Gulmaraes  (I  did  not 
m'ention  his  name)  like  many  others  was  a mystic  and  like  a' new  Messiah  was  doing 
his  best  to  'save  the-,v/orld*  At'  that  time'  I had  made-up  my  mind  *to  be  absent  from 
the  incoming- longer ' TV  show-  that  would  take  place  on  the  following  nighty  ‘ Then  I 
communicated  to  Dr*  Cintra  Gordinho  and  Jayme  'Velez  that  in  ali-probabi-lity  Hr* 
Gulmaraes^  if  asked  again ^ would  deny  that  he  had  seen  the  earth  from  a di stance 
and  would  also  use  a f«w>  tricks  I had  slyly  taught  him*

On  the  TV  show^  answering  direct  questions  Gulmaraes  flatly  denied  that  he  had 
seen  the  earth  from  a distance;  the  papers  he  said  - had  distorted  hie  deolara- 
tions*  He  added  that  he  knew  of  an  investigator  in  Sao  Paulo,  who  was  writing  a 
book  about  saucers  (your  editor)  who  would  Illustrate  his  book  with  authentic 
photographs  of  saucers  he  had' obiai^ed  from* .. (brace  yourselves)  the  Pentagonilt 
Gulmaraes,  fortunately  for  him,  did  not  mention  my  name. 


V/hen  he  first  disclosed  the  nev/s,  all  papers  published  that  Gulmaraes  had  an 
appointment  to  meet  the  sky-people  on  last  August  12;  when  wa  took  him  to  Santos 
ha  said  the  papers  had  lied;  he  had  never  made  such  a statement.  Nevertheless  on 
the  evening  of  August  20  he  confirmed  on  TV  questlonsd  Einswers  program  that  in 
fact  he  had  an  appointment  for  some  day  in  August  1957*  not  sure  of  the 

day  because  the  saucer  people  had  shov/n  him  the  signs  of  the  Zodiac  and  he  after 
some  reckoning  thought  it  would  'oe  around  August  12th. 


Guimaraes-  said  xhsx  although  people  from  other  worlds  are  far  more  advanced 
and  po’i'ferful  than  erthians  they  do  not  want  to  intervene  personally  on  earthian 
matters  and  because  governments  are  not  cooperative,  they  select  simple  people 
wno  by  rheir  vray  of  living  'can  make  a better  propaganda  pro  peace 'and  the  prohi- 
bition of  nuclear  erperi'ments.  - • ■ 


Gulmaraes  came  to  the  'TV  station  followed  by ^ most  of  his  students,  who  brpxight 
a paper  signed  by  them  all  .tesxifyng  that  Gulmaraes  is  a nice  professor,  a res- 
pectable citizen  and  that  they  believed  him*  'The  station  v/as  crowded  with  other 
people  who  were  unknown  to  Guimaraes,  Addressing  the-  crov/d-  one  of  the  announcers 
asked  whether  there  was  ‘anybody  who’ could  witness,  or  'atand*aa  a witness  that 
Guimaraes  was  not  lying’.  'There  w«re  two  people,  but  only  one  spoke.  It  was  Ivlr. 
Jorga  Pereira*  • ‘ - 


Mr.  Pereira  said  he  was  a real-estate  dealer  An  Santos.  Many  months  ago,  when 
he  ’was  leaving  a party  near  the  beach  he  had  seen  a flying. saucer.  He  had*  told 
his  friends  about  his  skghtlng  but  nobody  paid  much  attention.  He  was  laughed 
into  silence;  many  a time'  Professor  Gulmaraes  asked  him  jokingly  whether  he  had 
seen  many  flying  saucers  lately*.  Then,  very  amazed; ‘ through  the  news,  Pereira 
had  learned  that  Gulmaraes  u the  joker  - had  also  seen  his  saucer  and  even  had 
taken  a short  trip  a'board  one  of  those  machines.  Since  the  papers  had  written 
that  a ndw  meeting  between  (Tuimaraes  and  the  saucer  people  would  take  place  on 
August  12  in  Sao  Sebastiao,  Pereira  had  gone  to  that  place  to  watch  the -coming 
of  the  saucer.  There  are  many  beaches  around  Sao  ‘ Sebastiao  and  -tr’erelra  knev^-not 
which  one  it  would  be,  therefore  he-  hired  a horse-drawn  vehicle  and  with  the 
cart  driver  and  two  of  his  nephews  he  searched  almost  all  beaches  for  Gulmaraes* 
It  was  2o;15  6 clock  local  time  (23:15  GMT)  when  the  four  travelers*  spotted  a 
green  light' doing  zig-zags  and  up-and-downa  beside- a mountain  island.  ‘The  thing 
got  nearer  quickly  causing  the  driver  andt one  of- his* nephews  to  flee ■ shamelessly. 
The  object  was  a greenish  disc  of  light  and  when  it  banked  over  the  waves  they 
could  see  that  there  was  a landing  gear  exactly  as  described  by  Gulmaraes.

Pereira  decided  to  stay  overnight  in  Sao-  Sehaatiao.- On  the -following  morning, 
he  went  to  llha  Bela  -,.a  big  .island- about  three- miles  from  ^ao  Sebaatiao  - to 
.see  the  famous  Pedra  do  Sino.  (bell  stone)  that  gives  off  the  sound  of  a cathe- 
dral bell  when  hit  wi,th  .jwother  stone.  Some  reporters,  and . photographers  who  on 
the  previous  eyeziing  whre- waiting  for  the  saucer,  also  came  to  Xlha  Bela  to 
shot  a few  photos.  At  lunch  time  on  the  resort  place,  they  were  all  together, 
when  an  llha  Bela  City  Hall  representative  entered  the  restaurant  and  started 
telling  them  about  a saucer  he  had  seen  the  night  before,  at  about  22;  15  *5  clock 
local  tine  (01*15  GldP)  flying  around  the  island.  According  to  Pereira,  his  des- 
cription tallied  with  what  he  had  seen  at  20:13  (23tl3  GilT).  ' 

Perelr^  named  about  ten  wit  nesses, 'who  independently  sav/  the  saucer  on  August 
12  or  heard  the  llha  Bela. public  official  say  he  had  seen  a saucer.  The  announ- 
cer apparently  .aid  not  believe  either  Guimaraes  or  Pereira,  but  he  was.  not  in- 
terested in  Ur*  .Pereira* a testimony;  all  he  wished  was  to  .address  irnonical  ques 
tiona  to  Guimaraea  who  never  batted  an  eyelid  and  aanwered  as  beat  as  he  could. 


Guinaraes  waa  unable  to  tell  whether  the  saucer  was  metallic  or  not.  ‘The  in- 
side  ivalls  v/ere  coated  by  something  fibrous  but  not  plastic,  bystematioally 
Guinaraea  evaded  almost  all  q’uestiona  put  by  serious  investigators  who  soon  saw 
that  the  whole  thing,  waa  another  hoaa.  The  only  reason  why  Guimaraea  got  the 
tremendous  publicity -or -popularity  was  due  to  his -high  position,  this  however, 
means  nothing  in  this  case.  The  best  advice  is  to  ignore  Guimaraes  d contact.

Case  i66,  Yonkers,  N.  V.  June  39,  30,  July  3.  1936— The 
Herald’S toUsman  of  Yonkers,  July  5 said:  “Skywatchers  re- 
port thrilling  post-midnight  sight  ...  It  is  of  orange  color, 
more  nearly  red.  To  one  with  a 30- power  telescope,  it  appears 
round,  then  oval.  It  was  moving  at  what  seemed  to  be  con- 
siderable speed.  One  report  is  that  the  phenomenon  was  noted 
after  t a-m.  on  Saturday.  Another  report  tells  of  the  orange- 
in-the-sky  around  the  same  hour  or  a little  later  just  ahead  of 
the  rainstorm.  ...”  While  the  remainder  of  the  newspape^ 
item  gibbered  in  ridicule,  a letter  received  from 
of  Yonkers,  describes  his  observations  in  more  detail.  Said 
Wiegers :
